Soon after, however, Colo- 
rado followed the example of Wyoming 
by naming a woman—Mrs. Peavy—to a 
similar position in that state. 


The novel experience of Miss Reel 


•makes an interesting story, not devoid 
of many ludicrous features. In answer 
to the query, "How did you manage the 
campaign?" she said: 


'' The fact that I am a woman did not 


keep wo from bearing my share of the 
burdens of the campaign, financial or 
otherwise. I traveled over most of the 
great state of Wyoming, which has an 
area of 97,000 square miles, much of 
tho distance being covered by" stage- 
joach or wagon. I did not mako any at- 
tempts at oratory in my speeches and 
did not try to discuss the political issues 
of the flay, Iran confined the remarts to 
explaining 'tho duties of tho office for 
which I waa a candidate, telling why I 
bought I could perform them with sat- 
sfaction. I was treated with)tho great- 
est courtesy in all pints of tho state and 


tho press of whatever political faith.

iteratnre bearing our none too flatter- 
ug pictures.

Cool Weather Predicted—A Hot Wnvc 


About the '.JOth of June. 


(Copyrighted 1895. by W. T. Foster.) 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., 
May 31. — My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of "the 
storm waves to cross the continent 
from June 2d to 6th and 8th to 12th. 
The third 
disturbance will reach 


the Pacific Coast about June 12th, 
cross tho western mountain coun 
try by close of the 13th, .the great 
central valley s from the 14th to the 16th 
and the Eastern States about the 17th. 


This disturbance will occur during a 


cool period, and 
following it the 


weather will bo unusually cool for this 
season of the year. 


A warm wave will cross tbe west of 


Rockies country about the 12th, the 
Great Central Valleys the 14th and the 
Eastern States the 16th. A cool wave 
will cross the west of Rockies country 
about the 15th, Great Central Valleys 
the 17th and the Eastern States tbe 
18th. 


A cool wave is probable during ths 


first week of June which may bring 
light frosts along tho northern border 
of the Dnited States. 


The first part of June, up to about 


the 19th, will average unusually cool in 
all the Northern States and about 
average in all the Southern States as 
indicated in previous bulletins, bat 
within the nine days—20th to 28th— 
will occur a remarkably hot wave fol- 
lowed during the last part of the 
mouth by a severe cool wave. 


These extreme temperatures 
are 


parts of the notable weather features 
referred to in these bulletins some 
months ago. April and M&y are ex- 
pected to average above in tempera- 
ture, June and July below, with ex- 
tremes of temperature in the last three 
months. 


Many letters come to me inquiring 


what the crops will be. My time has 
been all taken up in working ont tbe 
problems of future weather as based 
on recent discoreries and as the mat- 
ter of crops is a very large subject I 
have only had time to forecast tha 
weather, leaving it for my readers to 
determine what will be the effect of 
such weather on tbe crops. 


I hare large facilities for working on 


tbe crop problem and hope to soon add 
that feature to these bulletins.
